A nother Ship C aptured. 


Key W est, April 29,—The bombard­ 
ment of tho forts*’of Matanzas by tho 
United States cruiser New York, the 
flagship of Rear Admiral Sampson, the 
monitor Puritan and tho cruiser Cincin­ 
nati is eagerly discussed here. 
Not one of the American ships was 
struck, tho Spanish gunnery being wild. 
There is as yet no means of knowing 
the number of dead and wounded on 
the Spanish side. 
While the New York, Puritan and 
Cincinnati were reconnoitering in force 
for the purpose of locating and destroy­ 
ing the formidable defenses being con­ 
structed the flagship was fired on by 
the batteries on Point Rubalca^a and 
Point Maya, guarding the entrance to 
the harbor. 
The New York Replied from her for­ 
ward 8-iuch gun cDi the port side. 
Silo 
steamed boldly in between the batteries 
and soon blazed away with both broad­ 
sides at them. The Puritan steamed in 
behind the New York and engaged the 
fortification on Point Maya, while the 
New York went to starboard close up to 
the land and poured her shells into Ru- 
balcaya. 
The Cincinnati, which had remained 
well astern under orders, signalled for 
permission to engage and received it, 
and soon was firing her guns at the fort 
on the west side of the bay. 
The batteries fired explosive shells 
and most of them fell wide of tho mark. 
One burst just beyond the stern of the 
New York and a shrapnel shell ex 
ploded above h<*r. 
It took the tint e ships just 18 minutes 
to sileuce the batteries. 
The shell struck the battery with 
w onderful accuracy and blow up a por­ 
tion of it. After waiting in vain for the 
S q u ish to renew the engagement the 
ships withdrew, leaving both butteries 
in ruins. 
The batteries and the New York were 
just giving tim signal to retire when one 
defiant shot was fired from Rubaloaya. 
One of the big guns on the Puritan 
followed back, 
it struck the battery 
just where the gnu was, toro it away 
f r o m its earthworks aud exploded, do­ 
ing great damage. 
Captain R. J. MacHugh, an artillery 
o fficer of the British army, who was a 
spectator of the engagement, said it was 
one of the best shots ae had ever seen 
mode.

All told the United State* snips fired 
86 shots ut the torcs. Toe forts bree 
probably 25 shots. 
Aside from tho news of the Matanzas 
bombardment, which set tho town wild 
with joy, tile arrival of a big prize, Hie 
steamer Guido, caused excitement. She 
was captured by the Terror and the 
gunboat Machias ten miles off Carde­ 
nas, but not until a ire r a stein chase. 
Five shots w< re fired, h or by the moni­ 
tor and one by the guui>oat, though the 
shot from the Machias did not take ef­ 
fect. Two of the Terror’s shots went 
through the pilothouse aud one struck 
a longboat aud tao upper works. 
Manuel Kivas, a sailor, was in the 
pilothouse of the Guido, and the flying 
splinter* penetrated his breast, inflict 


flesh wound in tile wrist tram a ■punter 
when tho shot wont through the pilot 
house. 
The Guido wa* bound from Corunna 
to Havana with a cargo of provisions 
ami money thought to be for tho Bpan- 
insh troops. The ferror first sighted her 
and began the pursuit by sending a 
blank shot across her bows.
